"You are spilling my kerosene." 
"Damn your kerosene," was the re- 


ply. Then, remembering that this poor 
podler should not be made to suffer for 
the daring deeds of chivalry, the Col- 
onel added, "I will pay for your kero- 
sene."

KILL JIEK *' AT HER- IN. 


Meqnel to a Matrimonial 


nntursn of Unusual .Notoriety— 
Tue Old Uenlleniau Wonmlctl In 
tlin Forehead— Tho Assailitut, » 
Cnrson City tiirl, Evidently In- 
snuo. 


SAN FB.VNCISCO, October 20.—About 


9:15 this evening, in the parlors of the 
Baldwin Hotel. Mrs. Clara Belle Mc- 
Donald, wife of McDonald, Jr., Vica 
President of the Pacifie Bank, attempted 
to shoot McDonald's father, R. H. Mc- 
Donald. 


From tha facts as they can now be 


learned, Mrs. McDonald had had a 
lengthy consultation with her father-in- 
law at tho latter's room. They then re- 
paired to the parlor of the hotel, where 
the conversation was continued. 


Soon Mr. McDonald spoke about it 


being late and wished to retire. When 
about to leave the room Mrs. McDonald 
drew a pistol and fired at him. 
Mc- 


Donald then seized her and attempted 
to take the pistol away, when she fired 
again. By this time she had fallen to 
the floor iu the scuffle that ensued and 
McDonald, still attempting to grasp the 
pistol, was on top. 


Mrs. McDonald then fired a third shot, 


this one taking slight effect in bis fore- 
head. 


The guests of the hotel then rushed in 


and stopped farther action. Mrs. Mc- 
Donald was then taken to the City Jail. 
She appeared cool and collected. 
On 


her person was also found o dagger. 


HoiV severely McDonald ia injured 


cannot now be asosrtained. 


This shooting jg the outgrowth of 


well-known martial troubles between 
Mrs. McDonald and her husband. 


The direct cause of the shooting ap- 


pears to be as follows: The conversa- 
tion had in the main been amicable un- 
til about tho time they were about to 
separate, when Mrs. McDonald pro- 
posed to McDonald, Sr., that if he 
would settle $50,000 on her and $50,- 
000 on her child she would compromise 
out of court pending the divorca suit 
between herself and husband. If, how- 
ever, McDonald, Sr., would not give 
these amounts she would kill him, her 
child and her husband. 


McDonald positively declined to give 


these amounts of money, saying that 
her husbacd, "his son, had already given 
her more than $50,000. 


Upon hid refusal to accept her propo- 


sition, she fired, with the above results.
